Procedures: 


1. Provide students with the background reading, Global Challenges, 
Three Approaches. 

2 . Read and discuss the purposes of these organizations or projects that 
address global issues. What is the primary purpose of each? Are their 
goals broad-ranging or focused on more specific tasks? 
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3 . Optional Activity (Can be done at end of lesson as well) 

a. View the videos, Bushmeat Trade, Millennium Goals, and USAID in 
Cambodia. (Web addresses listed above.) 

b. Use each video to highlight the works of the United Nations, USAID 
(the US Agency for International Development), and One World, 
One Hope. Have students describe the specific tasks addressed in 
the video clips. 

4 . Distribute the documents, The UN Millennium Declaration, Meeting the 
Challenges of the 21 st Century, and The Manhattan Principles: One World, 
One Hope. 

5 . Students may work individually, in pairs, or in small groups. 

6 . Provide students with the exercise, Global Challenges: Three 
Approaches. 

7 . Have students read the documents and complete the chart. Explain 
that the images may be matched with one, two, or all of the 
organizations. 

8 . Compile and discuss the students' findings. 

9 . Continue discussion. 

a. Which of the organizations attempts to address the most issues? 

b. Which of the organizations has a more limited field of attention? 

c. Which issues are addressed by more than one of the groups? 

d. Assess the effectiveness of the Millennium Goals, USAID, and the 
Manhattan Principles. 

e. Which issues are nearest and dearest to the students? 

f. Have students describe any work they may have done to address 
one or more of these issues. ■
